How he made it through Hurricane Katrina 

'Peaches' LaMalle, 
the mother of Rico 
LaMalle. opened up 
about what it was like 
to flee from Hurricane 
Katrina. She shared 
the tribulations she 
and her family faced 
when escaping Hurricane Katrina. 

She was told about the barricade on New 
Orleans by a real estate agent while shopping 
for a new home forty miles from the city. 

'They said the city had been locked out; I 
wouldn't be able to return," Mrs. LaMalle said. 

She met her husband at a hotel, and 
during the night it was evacuated. Within 
forty minutes of traveling, her husband got 
into an accident because a deer ran into the 
road, then rolled into a ditch, and became 
incoherent. 

Mr. LaMalle 
went missing for 
four days, and was 
found by a couple 
who were getting 
away from the 
storm. LaMalle said, 
'Rico understood 
what was going on, 
he wasn't stressed 
by the situation.' 

The LaMalle family stayed in the home of 
George Fraizer ('05). That's where she heard 
about the West Lake program. After meeting 
with the teachers, she enrolled Rico.
